—  A  permit  holder  would  be  allowed 
only  one  vehicle  in  the  A  zones  at  a 
time.  A  hanging  permit  for  the  rear¬ 
view  mirror,  in  addition  to  the  A  win¬ 
dow  decal,  would  be  used  for  such 
vehicles.

According  to  the  proposal,  visitors 
parking  has  created  a  'substantial 
problem  under  the  present  system  in 
“displacing  faculty  and  staff  from  A 
lots.”  The  proposal  calls  for  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  a  control  booth  at  the  HFAC  lot 
to  monitor  vehicles.  The  proposal  also 
says  students  have  posed  as  visitors  to 
obtain  visitor  permits.  Drivers  licenses 
would  be  checked  at  the  control  booth 
and  names  could  be  checked  against 
student  records. 

According  to  the  proposal,  faculty 
and  staff  members  parking  more  than 
one  car  at  a  time  in  A  zones  has  been 
another  problem.  The  proposal  also 
says  married  housing  students  parking 
in  C  zones  has  created  another 
decrease  in  parking. 

Security  suggested  a  pricing  struc¬ 
ture  in  the  original  proposal  and 
suggested  three  options  spelling  out 
prices  for  the  various  types  of  permits. 

Dean  Sorensen  declined  to  comment 
about  whether  the  permit  prices  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  origianal  draft  of  the 
recommendation  have  been  changed  or 
deleted.  However,  another  university 
official  said  the  prices  are  still  in  flux 
because  of  the  number  of  factors  that 
will  be  considered  in  establishing  the 
cdst  for  each  type  of  permit. 

As  for  the  zones  themselves,  “A” 
zones  would  be  for  full-time  employees 
of  the  university  at  no  cost.  “C”  and 
“E”  zones  would  be  for  students  living 
in  University  housing,  with  “C”  per¬ 
mits  for  single  students  and  “E”  per¬ 
mits  for  married  students,  and  “Y” 
zones  would  consolidate  the  present 
“B”  and  “D”  lots  for  use  by  students 
living  off  campus. 

The  new  system  provides  more  park¬ 
ing  specifically  designated  for  visitors 
to  campus.  Right  now  visitors  must  ob¬ 
tain  a  pass;  but  are  allowed  to  park  in 
any  lot  on  campus. 

Commenting  on  the  proposed 


changes  Sorensen  said,  “The  new 
system  is  such  that  we  can  monitor 
usage  and  adjustment.  No  one  is  in¬ 
terested  in  giving  anyone  more  parking 
than  they  can  use.  We  want  to  be  fair 
and  don’t  want  one  group  infringing  on 
another  group’s  space  like  in  the  past.” 


HOUSTON  (AP)  —  George  Bush, 
.  strapped  for  delegate  votes  and  cam¬ 
paign  funds,  bowed  out  of  the 
Republican  presidential  race  Monday, 
throwing  his  support  —  and  the  GOP 
nomination  —  to  Ronald  Reagan. 

The  conservative  former  governor  of 
California  thus  will  coast  unchallenged 
into  the  Republican  National  Conven¬ 
tion  in  Detroit  this  July  to  claim  the 
nomination  that  narrowly  eluded  his 
grasp  four  years  ago. 

Bush  sent  Reagan  a  telegram  con¬ 
gratulating  him  on  his  “superb  cam¬ 
paign”  for  the  nomination  and  pledg¬ 
ing  his  “wholehearted  support”  in 
the  fall  campaign  to  remove  President 
Carter  from  the  White  House. 

Bush,  a  former  Texas  congressman, 
U.N.  ambassador  and  Republican 
national  chairman,  said  he  would  urge 
the  255  convention  delegates  he  has 
won  so  far  this  primary  season,  plus 
any  elected  in  the  future,  to  support 
Reagan  at  the  GOP  convention. 

Bush  told  reporters  he  still  would 
support  the  efforts  of  supporters  to  be 
elected  as  Bush  delegates  because 
“they’ve  stuck  their  necks  out  for  me 
in  the  face  of  great  political  pressure.” 

But  he  testily  rejected  the  suggestion 
'that  he  might  become  Reagan’s  vice 
presidential  running  mate  this  year, 
and  he  said  he  had  not  focused  on  the 
possibility  he  might  seek  the  GOP 
nomination  in  1984. 

Reagan,  at  home  in  Santa  Barbara, 
had  no  immediate  comment  on  the 
news  that  Rush  had  effectively  handed 
him  the  nomination. 

GOP  National  Chairman  Bill  Brock 
told  a,  Washington  news  conference 
that  Bush’s  announcement  leaves 
Reagan  as  the  party’s  1980  standard- 
bearer  and  “the  unquestioned  cham¬ 
pion  of  the  Republican  Party.” 

Bush  ended  his  two-year  quest  for 


the  presidency  with  only  six  primary 
victories,  compared  with  Reagan  wins 
in  17  states,  and  255  convention 
delegates  to  Reagan’s  919.  A  total  of 
998  delegate  votes  is  required  for  the 
nomination. 

His  withdrawal,  in  itself,  did  not  free 
his  255  delegates  at  the  convention. 
Depending  on  state  laws,  Bush’s  urg¬ 
ing  that  his  delegates  cast  their  con¬ 
vention  ballots  for  Reagan  could  be  in¬ 
terpreted  as  releasing  the  delegates 
who  are  bound  by  state  law  or  party 
rule  to  vote  for  Bush. 

In  other  states  such  as  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania,  where  the  delegates  are 
not  bound,  the  Bush  delegates  can 
switch  at  any  time. 

In  Michigan,  where  Bush  won  the 
primary  and  53  delegates  last  week, 
leaders  of  Bush’s  state  campaign  will 
decide  which  way  his  delegates  vote  at 
the  convention  —  for  Reagan  or.  un¬ 
committed.  Gov.  William  Milliken, 
who  endorsed  Bush  and  won  much  of 
the  credit  for  his  victory  there,  will 
have  much  influence  on  the  direction 
Bush  delegates  swing. 

Bush  also  left  the  race  with  a  $300,- 
000  deficit.  For  that  reason,  Bush  stop¬ 
ped  short  of  declaring  he  is  no  longer, 
legally  and  technically  a  candidate  in 
the  hope  he  would  continue  to  qualify 
for  matching  funds  from  the  Federal, 
Election  Commission  to  wind  down  his 
campaign  and  pay  off  debts. 

Bush  said  his  decision  went  against 
the  grain  of  “my  every  gut  instinct,  my 
every  bit  of  training,”  which  he  said 
demanded  that  he  stay  and  “fight, 
fight,  fight.” 

But,  he  said,  “I  see  the  world  not  as  I 
wish  it  were,  but  as  it  is,”  and  the 
reality  he  faced  was  that  Reagan  “just 
ground  us  down.” 

“I  am  an  optimist,”  he  said.  “But  I

The  city  of  Provo  is  in  the  process  of 
whittling  away  at  its  ranks  with  a  two- 
edged  sword  known  as  efficiency  and 
economy. 

The  efficiency  cut  began  in  January 
when  the  city  established  a  personnel 
task  force  to  study  each  department 
and  determine  where  and  how  the  city 
might  become  more  frugal,  Mayor 
James  Ferguson  said. 

As  if  it  were  spring  house  clean¬ 
ing,  the  task  force  has  been  carefully 
examining  each  position  and  job  re¬ 
quirement  in  the  city  hoping  to  stamp 
out  waste  and  avoid  needless  job 
duplication.  As  a  result,  some  posi¬ 
tions,  and  the  employees  in  them,  have 
been  eliminated,  regardless  of 
seniority,  Ferguson  said. 

In  addition  to  the  efficiency  studies, 
the  economy  has  caused  budget 
problems  and  forced  the  city  to  cut 
back  even  further. 

Because  of  a  significant  drop  in  sales 
tax  revenues  and  a  tax  limitation  bill 
passed  by  the  state  legislature  last 
year,  Ferguson  said  Provo  will  lose  bet¬ 
ween  $350,000  and  $400,000  from  its 
general  fund. 

Budgets  for  the  police,  fire,  street, 
parks  and  other  services  are  ap¬ 
propriated  from  the  general  fund,  so  in 
order  to  meet  the  new  budget  stan¬ 
dards,  some  services,  and  the  least 
productive  employees  will  have  to  be 
cut  back. 

Again,  in  all  departments  except  fire 
and  police,  seniority  doesn’t  have 
much  pull  in  the  layoff  decisions. 

“In  like  classes,”  Ferguson  said, 
“only  if  all  other  things  are  equal  does 
seniority  decide  who  stays  and  who 
goes. 

“We  look  at  work  performance  first 
and  seniority  second,”  he  said. 

As  a  result  of  this  dual  cutback  on 
the  city  ranks,  16  employees  have 
already  been  notified  that  June  30  is 
their  last  day.  Since  the  efficiency 
studies  have  been  completed  in  only 
two  departments,  more  layoffs  are  ex¬ 
pected. 

“In  the  past  when  budget  problems 
arose  the  city  cut  back  on  projects  and 
programs,”  Ferguson  said.  “I  can’t 
really  agree  with  that,  why  keep  them 
(employees)  on  if  they  have  nothing  to 
do?” 

Those  who  have  received  their  layoff 
notices  havp  been  left  somewhat 
dazed.  “Why  they  chose  to  take  the 
highest  in  seniority  and  lay  them  off  I 
can’t  understand,”  said  one  employee. 

The  remaining  employees  are 
already  feeling  the  affect  of  increased 
work  and  responsibility  the  layoff  will 
have.  “I  can  already  see  that  the  em¬ 
ployees  will  have  a  lot  more  respon¬ 
sibility  after  the  layoffs,”  another  em¬ 
ployee  said. 


What  future  do  these  employees 
have?  Although  the  city  is  not  required 
to  compensate  those  who  will  be  laid 
off,  Ferguson  said  the  city  will  try  to 
help  them  find  other  employment. 

Some  have  applied  for  and  been  ac¬ 
cepted  into  other  jobs  within  the  city, 
while  others  are  seeking  employment 
outside  the  city.  A  few,  however,  are 
going  to  appeal  their  layoff  decision, 
Ferguson  said. 


A  five-member  appeal  board  con¬ 
sisting  of  two  commissioners  and  three 
employees  will  hear  the  appeals. 

If  the  board  rejects  the  decision,  the 
employee  is  rehired  and  someone  else 
will  have  to  be  fired,  Ferguson  said. 

“I  can’t  see  where  I  have  much 
chance,”  an  employee  said.  “I  could 
end  up  appealing  to  the  same  people 
who  decided  to  lay  me  off  in  the  first 
place.”

Here  you  are  pressuring  me 
to-  think  about ,  something  that  I’ve 
answered  over  and  over  again,  and  I’m 
just  going  to  leave  it  right  there.  I’m 
not  leaving  the  door  open,”  he  replied. 

Bush  said  Reagan  was  successful 
because  “he’s  an  effective  campaigner, 
he’s  very  well  known,  he’s  been  out 
there  for  12  years  in  the  pursuit  of  this 
and  done  a  very  good  job  on  it.” 


Students 
protest 
cold  dorms 


Residents  of  Deseret  Towers  and 
Helaman  Halls  experienced  a  second 
winter  over  the  weekend  when  cold 
spring  weather'  and  air  conditioning 
combined  to  produce  room  tem¬ 
peratures  in  the  low  60s. 

Harold  Redd,  director  of  the  housing 
office,  said  the  air  conditioning  was 
turned  on  Friday  after  several  people 
complained  about  rising  heat  in  dif¬ 
ferent  buildings.  He  said  temperatures 
in  the  Morris  Center  and  other 
buildings  had  risen  to  above  80  degrees 
at  times  during  the  week. 

The  buildings  cannot  be  quickly 
switched  back  and  forth  from  heating 
to  air  conditioning,  so  the  air  con¬ 
ditioning  had  to  remain  on,  adding  to 
the  students’  discomfort,  according  to 
Redd. 

“The  indoor  temperature  dropped  to 
62  or  63  degrees  which  isn’t  really  com: 
fortable  if  you’re  just  sitting  around, 
but  isn’t  too  bad  if  you’re  sleeping  with 
adequate  bedding,”  Redd  said.  There 
was  extra  bedding  available  for  anyone 
who  wanted  it,  he  added. 

Tory  Anderson,  a  freshman  from 
Burley,  Idaho,  said  students  had  com¬ 
plained  about  the  heat  all  last  week. 


Commissioners  honor  Brinkman 


Wheelchair  athlete  Curt  Brinkman, 
winner  of  the  Boston  Marathon,  was 
honored  Friday  by  the  Utah  County 
Commission  on  the  steps  of  the  county 
building  in  Provo. 

The  commissioners  presented  a 
silver  platter  and  a  check  for  $350  to 
the  athlete  to  help  fund  his  summer 
trip  to  Holland  for  the  Paralympic 
Games. 

“We  have  been  lacking  a  hero,”  said 
Commissioner  H.  Jerry  Bradshaw. 
“But  today  we  have  discovered  a 
great  one  in  our  midst.” 

Senator  Orrin  Hatch  called 
Brinkman  a  great  Utah  asset. 

“We  congratulate  a  world  class 
athlete  in  Utah  who  really  makes  a  dif¬ 
ference,”  the  senator  said. 

Twenty-six  year  old  Brinkman  ap¬ 
peared  overwhelmed  by  the  ceremony. 
“This  is  just  fantastic,”  he  said. 
“There  are  so  many  who  are  as  deserv¬ 
ing  or  more  deserving  to  be  in  this  par¬ 
ticular  spot.  I  guess  I  just  happened  to 
be  in  the  right  place  at  the  right  time.” 

Brinkman  is  a  double,  amputee  who 
lost  his  legs  in  an  electrical  accident 
when  he  was  sixteen  years  old. 

A  1978  psychology  graduate  of  BYU, 
he  has  won  over  50  track  and  field 
medals.  Last  month,  he  won  the  26- 
mile,  385-yard  Boston  Marathon  with 
a  record  time  of  one  hour,  55  minutes. 
It  was  the  first  time  anyone  has 
finished  the  marathon  in  under  two 
hours,  and  the  first  time  a  wheelchair 
athlete  has  beat  all  runners. 

In  May  of  1978,  Brinkman  traveled 
275  miles  in  “Superwheels  for  Easter 
Seals,”  a  fund-raising  project.  He  has 
also  worked  extensively  with  Han¬ 
dicapped  Awareness  of  Utah  County. 

Brinkman  will  be  competing  this 
week  in  the  National  Paralympic 
Games  in  Illinois,  and  hopes  to  com¬ 
pete  in  the  Paralympic  Games  in 
Holland  this  summer  if  he  can  earn 
enough  money. 

At  Friday’s  ceremony,  Com¬ 
missioner  Karl  R.  Lyman  urged 
everyone  to  contribute  to  the  fund  to

Congress  to  decide  on  budget 

WASHINGTON  —  The  congressional  struggle 
begins  in  earnest  Wednesday  over  a  compromise 
$613.3  billion  1981  balanced  budget  that  would 
give  the  Pentagon  a  record  peacetime  increase  in 
spending. 

Congress  begins  work  on  the  compromise 
measure  when  the  House  and  Senate  return  from 
the  long  Memorial  Day  weekend  Wednesday. 

The  compromise,  reached  last  week  by  a  House- 
Senate  conference  committee,  is  opposed  in  the 
House  by  conservative  Republicans  and  by  an  in¬ 
fluential  bloc  of  liberal-to-moderate  Democrats. 

House  Democratic  leaders  concede  that  the  vote 
on  final  passage  will  likely  be  close  and  that 
Republican  votes  could  be  crucial.  The  final  vote 
is  expected  Thursday. 

The  compromise  measure  would  give  the  Pen¬ 
tagon  $153.7  billion,  while  cutting  many  domestic 
programs. 


day,  regaining  control  of  the  provincial  capital 
from  student-led  rebels  who  had  held  it  for  about 
six  days,  the  martial  law  command  announced. 

It  said  two  rebels  were  killed  and  four  soldiers 
were  wounded  as  troops  advanced  into  the  center 
of  the  city  of  800,000,  sweeping  aside  barricades. 
The  .command  also  reported  about  200,  persons 
arrested. 

Only  light  resistance  was  reported  as 
paratroopers  and  infantrymen  seized  the  provin¬ 
cial  capital  building  in  downtown  Kwangju  that 
had  been  the  insurgent  headquarters. 

As  dawn,  broke,  residents  were  told  to  stay  in 
their  homes  by  loudspeakers  on  military  vehicles 
driving  through  the  empty  streets. 

The  government’s  decision  to  use  force  had  been 
anticipated  when  military  units  advanced  their 
lines  over  the  weekend,  squeezing  their  ring 
around  the  city,  which  had  been  under  insurgent 
control  since  Wednesday  night.  The  troops  had 
been  driven  from  Kwangju,  which  is  150  miles 
south  of  Seoul,  in  three  days  of  bloody  street  riots. 


Mount  St.  Helens  takes  breather  Two  missing  in  boating  mishap 


VANCOUVER,  Wash.  —  After  another  Sunday 
of  violence,  Mount  St.  Helens  was  quiet  Monday, 
but  scientists  said  small  earthquakes  under  the 
volcano  suggested  molten  rock  may  be  rising 
again. 

The  number  of  persons  missing  since  the  moun¬ 
tain  began  erupting  stood  at  76,  authorities  said, 
with  the  confirmed  death  toll  at  21. 

Five  more  persons  missing  since  Saturday  — 
when  they  were  last  seen  10  miles  from  the  peak  — 
were  found  Monday  near  Tradedollar  Lake,  said  a 
spokesman  for  the  Skamania  County  sheriffs  of¬ 
fice. 

The  spokesman  said  all  five  had  been  picked  up 
by  a  National  Guard  helicopter  and  were  being 
taken  to  Toledo.  “They  are  fine,”  he  said. 

The  party  had  been  missing  during  a  Sunday 
blast  which  spewed  ash  over  western  Oregon  and 
Washington.

MOAB,  Utah  —  Searches  were  underway  Mon¬ 
day  for  two  missing  boaters  following  a  weekend  of 
high  wind  and  cold  weather  that  left  at  least  one 
person  dead  and  made  boating  hazardous  on  the 
Colorado  River  system  in  Utah  and  Arizona. 

Coconino  County  sheriffs  officers  said  divers 
recovered  the  body  of  Brent  Maggard,  26,  Chan¬ 
dler,  Ariz.,  from  the  Colorado  River  Sunday  after¬ 
noon  about  2  1/2  miles  below  Glen  Canyon  Dam. 
A  search  by  divers  and  county  rescue  teams  con¬ 
tinued  Monday  for  Maggard’s  companion,  Air 
Force  Capt.  Joe  Williams,  35,  of  Luke  Air  Force 
Base  near  Phoenix. 

Officers  said  the  boat  the  two  men  were  in  over¬ 
turned  late  Friday  north  of  Lees  Ferry.  The  search 
began  Saturday  morning. 

A  search  also  continued  for  a  Salt  Lake  City 
man  missing  after  the  boat  in  which  he  was  riding 
capsized  Sunday  afternoon  near  the  confluence  of 
the  Green  and  Colorado  rivers  in  Utah’s  Grand 
County. 

Jim  Jones,  unit  manager  of  Canyonlands 
National  Park,  identified  the  missing  man  as  John 
C.  Post,  29.

Students  planting  gardens

“The  Moses  Garden,”  about  three 
acres  of  land  west  of  Wymount 
Terrace,  is  a  “growing”  experience  for 
the  married  students  and  their  families 
at  Wymount. 

“The  garden  is  called  the  ‘Moses 
Garden’  because  of  its  organization 
and  management  style,”  said  Lee  Ray, 
BYU  Sixth  Stake  high  councilman. 
Those  using  the  garden  are  organized 
as  Moses  organized  the  tribes  of  Israel 
and  they  follow  commandments. 

“To  accommodate  300  families, 
about  60  percent  in  Wymount,  there 
are  468  plots  15  feet  by  15  feet  each.” 

170  plots  were  added  since  last  year 
to  make  room  for  the  new  apartments 
in  Wymount,  Ray  said.  Only  those  who 
live  in  the  Sixth  Stake  are  allowed  to 
use  the  garden. 

The  plot  allotments  are  assigned  by 
Gary  Rowan,  stake  garden  director.  “I 
was  really  pleased  with  how  everything 
worked  out  last  year,”  Rowan  said. 

Continuing  this  year  the  families 
pay  $2  for  plowing,  fertilizing,  water¬ 
ing  and  tools  to  be  used.  The  garden  is 
plowed  in  the  spring  and  the  fall. 

The  “Moses  Garden”  has  10  com¬ 
mandments  which  brings  order  and 
control.  One  of  the  commandments  is 


each  ward  must  take  turns  watering 
and  moving  the  sprinkling  system  in 
the  garden.  Another  commandment  is 
weeding  the  plot  regularly  and  using 
the  paths  only  to  walk  on. 

According  to  Rowan  the  garden  was 
named  “Moses”  because  of  plot  boun- 
dery  disputes  and  other  complaints 
made  by  the  families  last  year.  The 
garden  is  run  like  Moses  did  with  the 
10  tribes  taking  up  the  problem  with 
the  neighbor  first,  the  ward  represen¬ 
tative  next  and  lastly  the  stake. 

“No  problems  ever  went  to  the  stake 
level,”  Rowan  said. 

The  program  is  self-operated  and 
self-liquidating.  Some  prefer  to  plant, 
only  wheat  while  others  plant  nothing 
but  flowers,  Ray  said. 

Tammy  Rowan,  wife  of  Gary  Rowan, 
said  they  planted  a  garden  last  year 
and  bottled  enough  carrots  to  last 
them  for  over  a  year.  This  year  they 
plan  to  plant  closer  rows  in  order  to  get 
more  yield  from  their  plot. 

Gordon  Rands,  110th  ward  represen¬ 
tative,  said  most  of  the  families  have 
questions  as  to  what  they  can  put  in  a 
15-fopt-by-  15-foot  plot. 

“Most  of  the  families  plant 
vegetables  for  salads  and  tomatoes  to 
can,”  he  said.  “Everyone  that  wanted 
a  plot  got  one.”

Park  project  delayed 


The  Jordan  River  Parkway  project  was  dealt  an 
unexpected  setback  last  week  when  the  Army  Corps 
of  Engineers  withdrew  $16  million  in  federal  funding. 

Utah  corps  representative  Lee  J.  McQuivey,  said 
the  Washington  office  rejected  a  feasibility  report  on 
the  project,  saying  the  area  involved  does  not  involve 
a  sufficiently  serious  flood  threat  to  warrant  the  ex¬ 
penditure. 

The  parkway  project  was  organized  in  1972  to 
provide  park  and  recreational  facilities  along  the 
Provo-Jordan  rivers  closer  to  major  population  cen¬ 
ters,  and  to  provide  increased  flood  control  protection 
along  the  rivers. 

The  project  would  increase  the  flow  capacity  of  the 
rivers,  says  McQuivey,  by  reshaping  the  area  next  to 
low  water  banks  and  by  constructing  confining 
levees.  There  are  also  plans  to  revegetate  and  re¬ 
landscape  areas  around  the  rivers,  and  to  construct 
recreation  trails  along  the  river  banks. 

“The  project  will  still  go  ahead  without  our  help  in 
contouring  the  river  banks,”  said  McQuivey.  “A  lot 
of  money,  time  and  effort  has  already  been  invested 
in  it.” 

McQuivey  says  the  funding  withdrawal  means 
money  will  have  to  be  obtained  from  state  and  local 
sources,  or  from  another  federal  source,  and  the  pro¬ 
ject  will  undoubtedly  be  delayed  beyond  the  original 
two-year  construction  deadline,  McQuivey  says. 

Initial  project  plans  called  for  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  and  the  Jordan  River  Parkway  Authority, 
which  is  funded  by  state  and  local  governments,  to 
split  the  cost  of  the  $32  million  project.

Sitcoms  out 


for  fall  season

It  is  an  interesting  schedule  that 
NBC  forwards  for  fall,  a  lineup 
without  a  single  new  half-hour 
comedy.  Either  program  develop¬ 


ment  broke  down  or  NBC’: 
programmers  have  recognized  that 
30  minufes  of  silly  is  no  longer  a 
ticket  to  glory. 

Or  perhaps  both. 

When  Fred  Silverman  abstains 
from  sitcom,  observers  im¬ 
mediately  suspect  that  something 
is  wrong.  In  two  and  a  half  years  at 
ABC,  Silverman  used  comedy  as  a 
healing  balm,  and  as  president  of 
NBC  he  has  repeatedly  declared 
that  comedy  will  be  that  network’s 
salvation. 

So,  what’s  with  this  1980-81 
NBC  schedule?  This  is  supposed  to 
be  the  year  of  the  Silverman 
payoff,  the  year  when  the  $1 
million-a-year  programming  whiz 
delivers  the  goods.  He  has 
promised  to  be  No.  1  by  Christmas, 
and  he’s  going  to  do  it  without  sit¬ 
coms? 

He  might.  At  least,  he  stands  a 
better  chance  of  pulling  it  off  with 
this  schedule  than  he  would  have 
had  he  kept  pumping  away  with 
losing  situation  comedies. 

I  have  the  feeling  that  Silverman 
and  Brandon  Tartikoff,  Silver¬ 
man’s  chief  operative,  have 
recognized  that  the  30-minute  sit¬ 
com  isn’t  what  it  used  to  be.  A  new 
sitcom  works  these  days  only  by 


getting  a  leg-up,  by  being  a  spinoff 
of  a  successful  series,  as  was  the 
case  with  CBS’  “Flo,”  or  by  being 
surrounded  by  hits,  as  was  the 
situation  with  ABC’s  “Benson.” 

Otherwise,  a  sitcom  will  sink. 
Witness  the  fall  of  ABC’s  “Mork 
and  Mindy,”  or  “The  Ropers.” 

The  possibility  that  NBC’s  an¬ 
nounced  new  hour-long  shows  are 
going  to  be  dogs  notwithstanding, 
the  new  NBC  schedule  makes 
sense.  Still,  commercial  television 
isn’t  the  most  daring  arena,  and 
Tartikoff  hedges  his  bet  by  saying, 
“We’re  going  to  be  ordering  in  the 
next  two  weeks  three,  possibly  four 
comedy  series  based  on  facts  to  run 
for  fall. 

These  pilots  will  become  backup 
series  and  make  the  fall  schedule 
by  demonstrating  “sensational” 
potential  over  the  summer,  Tar¬ 
tikoff  says. 

Anyway,  it  is  encouraging  to 
believe  that  Silverman  has  taken 
his  chips  off  of  the  sitcom  number. 
If  he  backs  off,  it’s  a  pretty  sure 
sign  that  the  sitcom,  which  has 
through  reckless  proliferation 
become  synonymous  with  min¬ 
dlessness,  is  dying. 

The  new  fast  taxis  in  TV  are 
soap  operas  and  non-fiction  enter¬ 
tainment,  and  the  ‘80-81  NBC 
schedule  has  these.  The  new 
“Flamingo  Road”  is  a  soap  from

the  makers  of  “Dallas,”  and 
George  Schlatter,  who  has  made 
NBC  the  home  base  for  non-fiction 
entertainment.

It  would  have  seemed  ludicrous  a  year  ago  to 
suggest  that  down  the  drain  was  a  possible  destiny  for 
“Mork  and  Mindy.”  It  was  an  instant,  unparalleled 
success,  and  it  was  just  beginning.  “Mork”  would 
last,  it  seemed,  as  long  as  the  frenzy  of  its  star,  Robin 
Williams,  could  last. 

But  ABC  unwittingly  submarined  “Mork  and 
Mindy”  by  trying,  unsuccessfully,  to  use  it  as  a 
Sunday-night  battering  ram  against  CBS. 

“We  were  all  very  worried  about  the  move,  but  we 
didn’t  think  it  would  hurt  the  show  as  much  as  it 
did,”  Miss  Dawber  says.  “We  were  surprised.  Very 
surprised,  and  very  sick.” 

Worse,  ABC  tinkered  with  the  image  of  the  show. 
The  network  tried  to  sex  it  up  with  a  Raquel  Welch 
episode  and  a  silly,  bouncy,  unfunny  episode  with  the 
Denver  Broncos  cheerleaders.  Mork,  the  visiting 
alien  goof,  lost  his  appealing  innocence.  ABC  lost  a 
powerful  hit. 

ABC  finally  moved  the  show  back  to  its  comfor¬ 
table  Thursday  night  slot,  where  it  showed  signs  of 
slow  recovery,  and  the  network  hopes  to  restore  some 
of  the  show’s  lost  charm. 

Besides  the  problems  of  the  Sunday  night 
adventure  and  cast  resentment  over  the  attempt  to 
titillate,  there  was  a  noisy  dispute  between  Miss 
Dawber  and  the  network  over  money.  She  reportedly 
resented  earning  substantially  less  than  her  $15,000- 
a-week  co-star,  Williams. 

“Glad  you  brought  that  up,”  she  says.  “I  don’t 
know  where  that  all  began,  about  my  being  upset 
about  Robin’s  salary.  He  does  make  more  than  I  do, 
and  he  should.  !  make  more  than  I  should,  for  that 
matter.  ”
